Washington, Jan. 28.—The defense in the 
postal trial opened to day. Maddox on 
behalf of the Groffs said he would prove 
George E. Lorenz in 1895 had purchased 
for $500 a one-half interest In the Groff 
fastener. 
He was followed by Kumler 
for the Lorenzes, who asserted that as 
far back as 18S8 Machen, George E. Lo­ 
renz and his brother engaged . Jn the oil 
busines.s in Ohio and that as a result of 
their various transactions George E. Lo­ 
renz owed JAachen 
and that wliat- 
ever inoney Lorenz paid to ]j|i[aoben was 
In settlement of an honest debt. 


Conrad Syme, on behalf of Mgchen, 
agreed with what Maddox and Kumler 
had .said and added that he would prove 
there w'as no conspiracy. 


The first wltrieiss for the defense was 
IVyiss Ina S. Ljebhardt, chief clerk of th« 
rural free delivery division, who had tes­ 
tified for the govemii^^nt.

school teacher. 
They point to the 
condition of her dothing: as evidence

Miss Schaefer died iightin;? for her 
honor. On her waist were the bloody 
prints of a man’s hand and her cloth­ 
ing was disarranged to prove the the­ 
ory. 
I don’t believe her murderer 
knew her.

S. B. I.K)we summoned Joseph Ileit- 
ger to appear before him and be ex­ 
amined.

“The war against typhoid fever 
must be fought at the bedside of the 
!»ati('nt. 


“Typhoid fever is due to a spécifie 
»•■erm which is passed from the body 
in the <lischarges from the bow'els and 
(he bladiler. 
If these dis<*harges be 
Mrojiei'ly di sen feet ed in tlie sick room 
«-i* on the infected premises, there 
will be no further infection. 


“ It must be borne in mind that the 
iirine of a ty})hoid fever ])atient is 
» ven more dangerous than the stools. 


“'riie discharge from the typhoi<l 
fever i>atients reach sources of drink­ 
ing water supplies through sewage, 
the drainage form privies or other­ 
wise. 
W ater thus infected is the 
prime cause of ty])hoid fevcM’. 


“Polluted water is the chief source 
f typhoid lever, but it is not the only 
»lie. - The disease has been traced 
to milk, meat, vegetables and other 
articles of food which have been con- 
f amina ted hy the 
germ, 
probably 
through the agency of polluted w'ater. 


“The disease is also spi-ead by th( 
dust of dried urine or other ex­ 
creta w hich'is carried through th( 
air. 
The dirrhoeal discharge when 
dry may preserve the poison iis ef- 
fectually as the crusts of small pox. 
I he scales of scarlet fever and the 
dried membrane of 
diptheria 
pre- 
>;erve the specific p0is(jus of thosi* 
diseases. Undoubtedl.y the germs of 
typhoid fever nia.v also be carried 
fi'om place to place by flies. 


“ It is possible that the disease ma.v 
>e caused by emanations frouj sewers, 
water chtsets, previes or otlier recep­ 
tacles of the discharges, 
I'he germs 
of tyi)hoid fever will live for months 
in earth undergoing <lecompositi'«m. 
it would seem consequeiitl.y that evac­ 
uation of such soil may cause an out 
break of the disease. 


“'riie disease may be conveyed b.v 
^he nurse attending the sick person, 
cither to herself or to other persoTis. 
For example, the nurse's hands will 
be contaminated. 
It is not difficult 
for her to carry thé germs in her 
own innutli or to the food or drink of 
. thers. 


“A water which has a bad taste or 
otlor or coming from a source that 
renders it likely to be impure, is 
dangerous, but unfovtunately dan- 
gero^isly contaminated water may be 
and often is found to be clear and 
odorless and to have no bad taste or 
odor. 
The ‘sparkling w ater’- of a 
well is often a type of the latter. 


“Ice taken from a sewage polluted 
river or lake is liable to cause an out­ 
break of typhiod fever.

of ‘typhoid fever are not destroyed by 
freezing, 


“Do not drink un;>oiled, unfiltered 
water wliich is knovv'n to receive sew­ 
age. 
An observanc.^ of this précau­ 
tion will result in the saviilg of maiiy 
lives and the prevention' of much 
sickness and distress. 


“Do not eat, if you can avoid it. 
raw vegetables or fruit vi4ich have 
been washed with unboiled or iinfil 
tered sewage contaminated waiter. 


“Boil if you camipt properly filter 
all suspected water bcT

“Do"not place dépendance

nphis would seem strange if it 
Were-not reported from Indiana, but 
n|)thí¿g that is reported from Indiana 
can now strike the average reader 
as wholly impossible. 
It is not the 
Indiana soil that is i>erforming such 
miracles, for the soil of Indiana is 
no better than the soil of Ohio or 
Illinois. Neither can Indiana claim 
to have discovered a new kind of 
apnlo tree. It is all due to the super 
ior intelligence of the Indiana farm­ 
er, and in no small degree to the ne­ 
cessity which c*ompels him to devote 
more timé to the preparation of man­ 
uscript for the press than he can de­ 
vote to agriculture or horticult\ire. 
He must produce just so many books 
every year to meet the exacting de­ 
mands of his publisher, and at the 
same time to maintain his local stand 
ing as a farmer-author he must see 
to it that his crops are not neglect­ 
ed. 


in the present instance it seems, 
the author, after composing a few 
chapters for his historical novel, in 
the day time made it a practice to 
go to his orchard and 
read aloud 
by moonlight, what he had written. 
He found that before he had got 
well into his story the trees began to 
bloom, and that as he went deeper 
into the plot the apples began to grow 
and that when he reached a thrilling 
point in his tale, although if was 
only June, the apples ripened and 
actually fell in showers at his feet.

Rev. Mr. Jordan 
read the 
19th 
Psalm as the scripture lesson. 
He 
chose for the theme of his evening 
discourse the second chapter of St. 
Luke and seventh verse: “And she 
brought forth her first born son and 
laid him in the manger because there 
was no room for them in the inn.” 


The Christ had been prophesied 
and the world had been expecting 
this event, tho coming of the new 
king, the coming of the 
Messiah. 
But in this anticipation the world’s 
idea of his coming %vas very different 
from that of God. 
He was born in 
the manger, for there was no room 
in the inn. 
At this time tlie w'orld 
.spiritually as well as the inn had no 
room for his time. He was too trxie 
and it was imposisble to asociate 
him w'ith the falsehood and faithless­ 
ness that was then reckoned in the 
individual and 
social life 
of the 
world. And the centuries have come 
and gone and yet at this time there 
is not yet found room for the re­ 
deeming Christ. 
There is not room 
in the business world, 'for contracts 
are not considered sacred and are not 
lived up to. Here is a company of 
men cornering and holding at their 
dictation a real necess'ary 
of life. 
They are holding unjustly and starv'- 
ing millions 
of men and 
women. 
There are workmen too who seem to 
labor that they may put in their time 
and draw their wages; who fail to 
have Christ for their 
companion. 
The young men of England are be­ 
ing supplanted in inany callings by 
persons from other nations, notably 
the German, because they take pleas­ 
ure in their work and do it well, as 
if in the sight of the Invisible One. 
The.y do their best and take Christ 
into the accounting. There was once 
a shoemaker wdio took so much pains 
with his work that friends remon­ 
strated with him, but he replied he 
had a conscience and w-ished to do 
his work so it would stand the test 
of the All .seeing eye. 
His fame 
grew and i>eopIe went to him for good 
work and when war broke out and 
the.y Avanted something 
on 
w-hich 
they could rely they w^ent to the hon­ 
est shoemaker and he became a great 
manufacturer because he had Christ 
in all parts of his work . There are 
men who have no room for Christ in 
social life ; whose pleasures and asso­ 
ciates are not such as could command 
the company of the Man of Gallilee. 
Two young men attended college to­ 
gether ; occupy the same room; study 
out their Caesar and 
Cicero 
and 
solve their examples in mathematics 
together. They go out into the world 
equally equipped for business and se­ 
lect the same profession and one suc- 
ceedsi w'ell, while the other does not. 
Up to this time there had been no 
ill feeling betwen them, but perfcct 
harmony. Now the unsuccessful one 
begins to have envious feelings which 
finally culminate in positive hatred. 
H e does not have Christ with him. 
All over this world there are bur­ 
dens we should lighten; tears we 
slioidd dry and sorrows we should 
sooth. A man went dowii from Jer­ 
usalem to Jericho and fell among 
thieves who stripped him and •wound­ 
ed him and left him ludf dead. 
A 
priest, a man of Gpd, came that way 
and w’hen he saw him he remember­ 


ed that, he had to hurry to fill an ap­ 
pointment and went by luistily. Then 
a Levito whose duty it was to minis­ 
ter in sacred thiiigs came along anc 
he too found' himself sudenly top 
busy to stop and hurried along. But 
at last th e r e came a Samaritan with 
whom the wounded man had no deal­ 
ings and he stopped and took the XK)or 
man up and ministered to him; he 
had the true spirit of Christ. 
We 
should 
strive 
to 
heal 
the 
wounds of sin, of vice, of desiwiulen- 
cy and make room for Christ. 


There are young i>eople who have 
no room for the Savior. 
They say 
they are young and that there is plen­ 
ty of time and so they fail to make 
-room for Him who would be their 
best friend. Once during a meeting 
in eastern Ohio a yoimg man rose 
for prayers and i)ersevered until he 
found a largo place in his heart for 
the Blessed One. H e labored faith­ 
fully until the call came to serve his 
country as a soldier and he w’cnt, 
still keeping the company of Christ. 
He gained a well earned distinction 
and came home respected and honor­ 
ed.

and in serving Christ we should pre­ 
sent our bodies a 
living 
sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable, which is a 
reas­ 
onable service.

Everything in Russia is done in the 
name of the czar, and racing is no ex­ 
ception. There is an imperial commis­ 
sion, of W'bich the Ciraud Duke Con- 
stanovitch is the ‘-wliolfe thing,” so to 
speak, and under this commission the 
affairs of the various jockey clubs are 
conducted—that Is to say, they are sup­ 
posed to be conducted, for in reality 
the joc'key clubs do just al>out as they 
like, and their rulings are seltiom inter- 
feri^ with or changed in any particu­ 
lar. 


There are three jockey clubs in Rus­ 
sia, one being at Moscow, one at War­ 
saw and one at St. Peter.sburg. They 
occupy somewhat the same relative po­ 
sition toward one another as do the 
Eastern, Western and California clubs 
in this country. 
They have only a 
few interests in common, and it is the 
exception rather than the rule for the 
tindings of the clubs to be respected by 
either of the others. Ratting begins in 
Moscow on ti»e Otb of May. Following 
this meeting comes the one at Warsaw, 
whicli in turn gives way to St. Peters­ 
burg. 


The tracks are ail turf and are pat­ 
terned strictly after the Englisii courses. 
Tbey have only three days’ racing a 
week in Russia, and Sunday is the 
“big day,” as it is in France. That la 
the day Avhen all the derbies and other 
ricii prizes are contested. Among Rus­ 
sian trainers such a thing as special 
preparation for a race is practically 
unknown. 
It matters not how great 
the prize or bow much is at stake on 
the result, the borse entered is never 
given a workout or put to any test to 
determine liis ability to go the dis­ 
tance a n d carry tl»e weight. In fact, 
Russian training is wholly contined to 
walking and slow gallops. 


Any American horse taken to Russia 
to be raced would be so ’handicapped 
and hampered as to make It an im­ 
possibility for him to win. 
Likewise 
horses trained by Americans and rid­ 
den by American jockeys are made 
such prohibitive favorites that It Is out 
of the question to think of backing 
them. 
There are no bookmaK^rs in 
Russia, all betting on races being by 
the French system, and this, too, 1« 
controlled by the government.—Illus­ 
trated Sporting News.

He was unable to find any, but insisted 
that he had been using soup made 
from them In Alaska all the time he 
had been there. 
When told that even 
if this was so there was no use for 
such here now, as the markets w'ere 
full of all kinds of-vegetables, he said 
he had become accustomed to the dried 
vegetables and liked them better than 
the fresh ones because they afforded a 
fine variety of seven different kinds 
and W'ere ready^ to put in the pot at 
once. He finally fotmd a man who had 
heard of the disintegrated, desiccated 
vegetables he was searching for and 
said they were put up for shipment to 
Alaska by a man at Dayton, but they 
had never been introduced in the mar­ 
ket here partly because there had been 
no demand for them, but mostly be­ 
cause there had never been any more 
made than the Alaskan market de­ 
manded.—Portland Oregonian. 


Heavy Steam Artillery. 


Very successful trials have recently 
taken place at Aldershot, and without 
doubt, accordbig to the Loudon Chron­ 
icle, the teams of eight horses that have

powerful and speedy motor.

Each motor carries a cable drum on the 
left side, to be used'In case of emer­ 
gency.

Glass of great durability which re- 
si.sts great heat as well as sudden 
changes of temperature is made from 
Brazilian quartz pebbles. The pebbles 
are heated red hot and then throw’n into 
distilled w^ter. The purest pieces are 
next selkited and welded with the 
oxyhydrogen blowpipe into long stems 
like knitting needles, from which glass 
vessels of any shape can be made. At 
present the quartz glass Is chiefly em­ 
ployed for making laboratory appara­ 
tus.

The rest of the estate i.'? ro 
be divided into tAvo parts.

part 
coiftaining three-fourths shall be di­ 
vided amongst .Tohn, James, Patrick, 
Martin, Winnie and Ellen lienney 
and the one-fourth part .shall go to 
Sadie Ivenne.y, Mary Murphy, Mar­ 
garet Johnson, Annie Belt, ^1. Ken­ 
ney, Jr.,Daniel Kenney and the chil­ 
dren of Katherine ICiloran.
